SECOND AFFIDAVIT OF JOYCE ALLEN 

I, JOYCE ALLEN, being duly swom according to law, upon ray oath, depose and say: 

I. I have been employed by Corrections Corporation of Ameiica (heielnafter 
"CCA") since October 2000. I currently am the Facility Grievance Officer at the Conectional 
Treatment Facility ("CTF') operated by Conections Co^wration of America in Washington, 
D.C. 

2. I have reviewed the allegaUons contained in Plaindff s Pro Se Response in 
Opposition to Defendants [sic] Motion to Dismiss. 

3. I have personal knowledge of the matters contained in this Second 
Affidavit, liave reason to believe that the matters stated herein are true and accurate, and submit 
this Second Affidavit in support of the City of Washington's Motion to Dismiss. 

4. The inmate grievance procedure contained in CCA Policy 14-5, attached 
to my previous affidavit, expressly prohibit one inmate fiwn filing a grievance on behalf of 
another. S,!e. Policy 14-5 as 3, IE. 
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5. During the time period described in ttie Complaint, only seven inm^s 
filed grievances related to temperatures in the Medical-96 housing unit. Whea I receive a 
grievance regarding an environmental issue, my normal practice and procedure is to refer it to 
the Mantjnance Department for invesHgation prior to iradering my decision. 

6. An inmate named Anthony' (DCDC #5xx-022) filed giievance number 
2072-A oil July ]9, 2005 requesting that fans be placed in the unit This grievance was resolved 
on July 25, 2005 and was not appealed. See Attachment A submitted herewith. 

7. An inmate named Fred fJXDC #xx8-129) filed grievance number 2072-B 
on July 19, 2005 requesting that fans be placed in the unit. This grievance was tesoived on July 
25, 2035 and was not appealed. See Attachment B submitted herewith. 

8. An inmate named Tliomas (DCDC #xxx-059) filed grievance number 
2072-C on July 19, 2005 requesting that fans be placed in the unit This grievance was resolved 
on July 25, 2005 and was not appealed. See Attachment C submitted herewith. 

9. On July 25, 2005, 1 met with the three inmates who fded grievances 
numbered 2072-A. 2072-B, and 2072-C. I advised the inmates that the air conditioning system 
in the facility was undergoing maintenance and repairs which had begun prior to the filing of 
their grieviinces. In response to an inmate's specific request for a fan, I further explained that 
fans in the facility were Umited and were available based on need. I advised them to speak with 
their Unit Managa to get a fan on (heir behalf A fan was subsequendy placed on the 
Medical-9{i housing unit

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10. Grievance Ccxirdinator Allen examined Plaintiff's D.C. Department of 
Correetiois Face sheet in preparation of this second afBdavit. Grievance Coordinator Allen has 
never exchsnged any dialog with Plaintiff or in his presence regarding any grievance issues. 

11. An inmate named Alvin (DCDC *cxx-534) filed grievance number 3010 
on AugBs ; 2, 2005 complaining thai the door to his cell was closed on Joly 23, 2005 and he 
suffered beat stroke requiring medical assistance. This grievance was resolved on August 10 
2005 and was not appealed. See Attachment D submitted herewith. 

12. An inmate named Charles (DCDC #xxx-036) filed grievance number 3012 
on Augusi 2, 2005 complaining that he suffered heat exhaustion during an electrical power 
failure on luly 23, 2005. This grievance was resolved on August 10. 2005 and was not appealed. 
See Attactoent E submitted herewith. 

13. An inmate named Gregory (DCDC #xxx-508) filed grievance number 
3128 on August 16, 2005 complaining that the air conditioning was not woridng. This grievance 
was denied as unfounded on August 19, 2005 and was not appealed. In fact, the Maintenance 
Department reported that the air conditioning unit in the A-building, where the Medical-96 
housing unit is located, had recently been serviced and was found to be woridng property. See 
Attachmer t F submitted herewith. 

14. An inmate named Dwight (DCDC #xxx-950) filed grievance number 3129 
on August 16, 2005 complaining that the air conditioning was not woiWng. This grievance was 
resolved oi. August 24, 2005 and was not aHWaled. See Attachment G submitted herewith. 

15. On September 12, 2005, PlainHff was transferred from CTF to the D.C. 
Jail, in pfeparation for Ms ftirther transfer to the a Federal designation. 
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16. On September 20. 2005 (a ftjil week afer filing his Complaint), hmate 
Jamaal AU' submitted a latter, rather than the raaiidatory inmate grievance foms. to the 
grievance box. fti this letter, tamate Aid alleged that Grievance Cooidinator AJIen failed to 
respond ti> a grievance he submitted tegarding apoww outage that took place on May 30. 2005. 
A search of the grievance log demonstrates that neither Inmate Aki nor any other imnate 
submiUed a grievance regarding a power outage in May 2005. A hrther review of CCA-CTF*s 
Monthly incident Report Log for May 2005 also does not leflect that there was a power outage 
inMay2(«5. 

17. A further investigation of Iranate Aki' s allegation revealed that he 
spearheaded an initiative to deftaud CCA of money by encouraging eleven (1 1) other inmates on 
the MedicaI-96 housing unit to submit letters which falsely alleged that they had also submitted 
grievance;! on May 31, 2005 about a power outage on May 30, 2005. Some of the inmates who 
submitted those letters stated that they only did so because hmate Aki told them that they could 
get paid if they filed a class action. Several of the inmates admitted that fliey in fact did not 
submit a grievance on May 3 1 , 2005. As a result, several of those inmates were charges with 
Lying, which is a Class U Major Offense, and Disciplinary Reports were filed. Additionally, 
Inmate Aki confessed to forging several of those letters on behalf of other inmates. 

1 S. AdditionaUy, during calendar year 2005, in nine of the cases whet« I 
determined that an inmate's grievance was "Not GrievaWe" under the grievance policy, inmates 
sdll chose to appeal my decision. A true copy of those entries records from the 2005 Grievance 
Log is appsnded hereto as Attachment tf. Such appeals are legitimate under the inmate 
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ana procedme, which explicitly permits inmates to grieve individual staff actions, 
jing any denial of access to the grievanes procedures. See Policy 14-5 at 2, fB.l. 

19. Even if all actions alleged by Plaintifr Shawn Singleton relating to 
of ii grievance were true, those steps are not recognized by the Inmate Grievance Pc
